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SYMBOLISM OF THE 
CORONATION

EFFECT OF THE TITHE 
LEGISLATION ~

YEAR of great ceremonies, 1937 has 
been a memorable one in the religious 
life of England, and, indeed, of the 

Anglican Communion as a whole, states the 
annual review of Church events, issued to- 
day by the Press Bureau of the Church of 
England. 

ever in history had any Coronation Service 
so focussed the attention of the world as did 
that of George , while the Primate’s 
recall to religion assumed the character of a 
summons to national rededication. Significant 
anniversaries had been celebrated in Palestine, 
Uganda, the Far East, and India. 

eferring to the Coronation, the feview 
states :—“*The ancient ceremonial, the most 
gorgeous and impressive in the world, moved 
to the strange hush of its climax in the 
hallowing of the King. Foreign no less than 
domestic observers seem to have been moved 
by the extraordinary nature of the symbolism, 
in which the mystery of kingship almost 
seemed to take visible shape, and through 
| which, in the presence of God, the King 
was consecrated to the service of the 
Empire.” i j 

It had also been a marked year in mis- 

sionary history: a centenary, a .diamond 
jubilee, two golden jubilees and a silver 
jubilee had, respectively, commemorated the 
birth or organisation of the Church in 
Bombay, in Uganda, in Jerusalem and Japan, 
and. in China, recalling the adventurous 
energy of nineteenth century predecessors and 
registering the significant advance of the 
intervening years. 


IN THE FAR EAST 


But it had been a time of severe testing 
for the Church in the Far East. Not only 
had the work in China been disorganised and 
interrupted, but in both China aud Japan a 
young Church had had to face the perils of 
war mentality. Christian work among the 
Jews had also been carried on under circum: 
stances of extreme embarrassment. 

The number of poor benefices permanently 
augmented or endowed by the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners out of their common fund had 
been increased to nearly 9,400. The annual 
value of the additional provision for the cure 
of souls in parishes in England is now more 
than £2,354,000, an average of over £250 a 
year for each aban benefice, - 

The Commissioners will be faced with the 
prospect of serious reduction of income, as a 
result of the Tithe Act and the present Coal 
Bill. The annual loss under these two pro- 
posals will be, it is estimated, nearly £200,000 
a year in. net income. 

Following the extinguishing of all tithe 
rent-charges, Queen Anne’s Bounty, as owners 
of all ecclesiastical tithe rent-charge held on 
behalf of benefices and ecclesiastical corpora- 
tions, had been busily engaged throughout 
1937 in satisfying the Tithe Redemption Com- 
mission of their right to the hundreds of 
thousands of separate wits of tithe rent- 
charge previously belonging to ecclesiastical 
owners. 

As to the financial results of extinguish: 
ment, it is estimated that in benefices which 
were vacant on October 2, 1956, the approxi- 
mate loss in income is about 20 per cent, of 
that previously received from tithe. 


£3,000,000 LOSS 


In benefices which were filled on the latter 
date Queen Anne’s Bounty is making up the 
income approximately to what it was before 
tithe extinguishment, but this involves the 
abstraction (under the Act) from the com- 
pensation of about £3,000,000 for the purpose 
of maintaining “‘ existing interests.” In con- 
sequence, successors to the tithe-owning 
benefices will ultimately suffer a loss 

calculated at nearly 25 per cent. A system 
had been instituted under which incumbents 
received their income from the bounty in 
quarterly instalments. 

| The problem of large “white elephant” 
parsonage houses is being assiduously tackled, 
During the past year 84 parsonage houses, 
i most of which were quite unsuitable to the 
| evga, Nave been sold, and, in addition, there 
had n over fifty sales of portions of 
parsonage premises. 

A considerable number of candidates had 
entered for the examinations of the Central 
Committee for Women’s Chureh Work, and 
55 certificates had been granted. But, owing 
to the shortage of the right type of recruits 
a number oí posts, | both salaried and 
voluntary, are vacant, and more club leaders, 
parish workers and moral. welfare workers 
are urgently needed.

To-day Mr. de Valera’s new Constitu- 
tion will come into force, and Saorstát 
Eireann, or the Irish Free State, will 
cease to exist. The occasion will be com- 
memorated in fitting manner. There an 
be religious Services in the churches ; 
salute of guns will be fired at ste 
ham, and flags will be flown on Govern- 
ment buildings. Mr. de Valera will have 
achieved the ideal after which he has been 
striving for fifteen years, ever since that 
day in Earlsfort terrace, when he first pro. 
duced Document Number 2; for the new 
Constitution involves external association 
with the British Commonwealth. Much 
fuss is being made of this new Constitu- 
tion. Its supporters are vehement in their 
praise, just as its enemies are vehement in 
its abuse; but when the instrument is 
examined in the light of cold reason it 
will be found to involve remarkably little 
change from the present position. Hence- 
forward the Free State will be called 
Eire, instead of Saorstát Eireann, and 
“Treland ” will be its official name in 
English. Yet it will continue to consist 
of the twenty-six counties of ‘‘ Southern 
Ireland,’’ and nobody will be deceived by 
the change of nomenclature. The inquisi- 
tive student may search the Constitution 
with a microscope, and will find no trace 
of the King. Mr. de Valera has struck of 
the laut of the shackles that bound this 
country to the British Empise; but, 
although His Majesty is not mentioned by 
name in the Bunreacht, there will be no

' Constitution represents the culmination of 
Mr. de Valera’s Jife’s work, and in its 
framing he had two main objects: One 
was to put an end to civil strife in the 
twenty-six counties by providing for the 
extreme Republicans all the essentials of 
an independent Republic; and the other 
was to advance the cause of Irish unity. 
‘We are convinced that Mr. de Valera was 
wholly sincere in his desire to accomplish 
these aims, and that he believes that his 
new Constitution will have the desired 
results. What are the facts? Last night 
at midnight a black flag was hoisted over 
the Dublin headquarters of Sinn Fein to 
symbolise the party’s mourning at the 
birth of the new dispensation. The extreme 
separatists will be disloyal to Hire, just as 
they were disloyal to the now defunct 
Saorstdt—and for precisely the same 
reasons. They will be satisfied with 
nothing less than an isolated Republic. 
What of the North? Does Mr. de 
Valera really think that Ireland will 
be any closer to national unity this 
evening than she was twenty-four 
hours ago? His new Constitution 
was drafted in such a way as to make 
provision for the incorporation in Zire of 
the six counties with the least possible 
disturbance of the constitutional situation, 
It represents the maximum concession 
that Republican Ireland jis prepared to 
make to Northern sentiment—although 
Mr. de Valera probably would be willing 
to grant the six counties local autonomy on 
certain conditions—and its author hopes 
that his generosity will be appreciated in 
Belfast. If we may use the jargon of the 
times—what a hope! We do not know the 
source of Mr. de Valera’s information 
regarding the North ; but we do know that, 
if anything were needed tostiffen Northern 
resistance to any kind of rapprochement 
with the South, the new Constitution has 
supplied it. When the Treaty was signed 
on December 6th, 1921, there was some 
small chance of a united Ireland. December 
29th, 1937, will mark the final forfeiture 
even of that smail chance, 


City Lights 

To what extent is the “ flight from the 
land” a result of the monotony and dul- 
ness of country life? Some people deny 
that any connection exists: they attri- 
bute the flight to economic causes alone, 
arguing that country life is full of quiet 
pleasures which more than compensate 
for its lack of amusements on the urban 
model. Nevertheless, it is only necessary 
to talk to the average domestic servant, 
fresh from the country, to discover that 
the lure of “city lights” has been the 
dominant reason for her migration. The 
crowded streets, the films, the number- 
less contacts with a variety of people— 
these things exert a strong attraction, 
whose influence cannot be denied. A 
similar problem arises—from, appar- 
ently, similar causes—across the Channel. 
Wyndham Deedes, vice-chairman of 
the National Council of Social Service, 
has addressed a very interesting letter to 
The Trmes, in which he quotes the 
‘attraction of town life. . . . with its 
cheap and plentiful amusements near at 
hand,' as a chief reason for the = 
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welcomed or , by the military 
authorities. Information was not with- 
held deliberately or wilfully distorted, 
so that abuses were reported and rectified 
through publicity.. Modern war, it seems, 


with much else of importance, and it has 
recently become the established rule to 
keep journalists as far as possible from 
the fighting line. American and English 


journalists, according to Mr. Francis 


“McCullagh, are not permitted to view the 
operations cf thd Spanish insurgents ; but 
the rule in China 1s apparently different. 
It is surprising to see the latitude given 
to Japanese correspondents in that country. 
and there is more than a hint of pro 
paganda behind the realistic descriptions 
that they are permitted to send home. There 
is, Of course, a strict military censorship, 
and messages from the battle-line suffer a 
great deal from geographical vagueness. 
Twenty years ago the heading, ‘‘ Some 
where in France,” was familiar in these 
countries; to-day ‘‘Somewhere in North 
China”. must be almost as familiar in 
Japan. If the location of the battle leaves 
much to the imagination, there is always 
plenty of detail about the actual fighting, 
and it is clear that approved corre- 
spondents are given unusual opportunities. 
They are apparently invited to accompany 
the airmen on raids over the Chinese towns 
and to take sail with naval |anding parties, 
If the messages are to be accepted as 
sound, the most exposed trenches are 
manned mainly by journalists and photo- 
graphers; but this privilege has its draw- 
backs, One correspondent has been killed 
and at least four have been wounded ; but 
still correspondents and photographers 
would seem to court danger rather than 
to avoid it. Some of the exploits of 
correspondents have been so striking that 
they have become the subject of despatches 
by their colleagues and it is now claimed 
that Japan has the world’s bravest corre- 
spondents as well as the bravest soldiers, 
In America, where messages and pictures 
have been reproduced, the suggestion is 
made that the vivid despatches have all 
been composed in the peace of home,

THE FILMS BILL

Recalling that the Japanese forces com- 

leted their encircling movement round 
Nanking on December 11, the statement 
points out that at that time the Yangtse 
River was covered with murky smoke. 

A Japanese detachment crossed the 
Yangtse to the northern bank and cut off 
the retreat of the Chinese troops. 

‘“ Consequently,” ‘the statement cona 
tinues, “ the attention of the Japanese 
command near the first line was concen- 
trated on the question of how to cut off 
the only way of retreat from Nanking still 
open to the Chinese troops—namely, by 
the Yangtse River. 

“ As the Japanese Consul-General had 
requested all foreign nationals to evacuate 
the fighting zone, the Japanese military 
authorities did not dream of the presence 
of any foreign vessel in the neighbourhood 
of the fighting area at a time when the 
fighting had become so intense. 


VESSELS IN FLIGHT 


“ About 2 p.m. on the same day more 

than ten large steamers were observed 
fleeing ap the river from the direction of 
Siaokwan. 
_ “The Japanese High Command, be 
lieving them to be the enemy in retreat, 
ordered an artillery unit near by to fire on 
the vessels. 

The distance, however, was too great 
for the shells to touch the vessels, which 
continued their way up stream, to the 
disappointment of the Japanese soldiers. 

“Thereupon the High Command sent 
an order to units near Wuhu to attack 
these vessels. 

‘‘ A Japanese detachment orderéd to cut 
off the enemy’s retreat made a forced 
march through the night .f December i1, 
and reached a point near Wuhu on the 
morning of the 12t. 

'“ On that day the weather was fair, 
but there was a dense fog. 

““ After a time the commander of the 
detachment discovered four large steamers 
along the right bank of the Yangtze, at 
a point about three kilometres to the 
north of his position. They were 
anchored, and appeared to be landing men 
in -launches. 


ORDER TO. FIRE 


_““ About 9 a.m.,” the statement con- 
tinues, “he noticed some of these steamers 
suddenly began to send up black’ smoke. 
Thereupon he decided that. the enemy was 
trying to hide behind a smoke screen and 
gave the order to fire. 

“ Shells were seen striking the first and 
second vessels, while those in the rear 
immediately steamed off down stream and 
vanished out of sight. One of the vessels 
in front began to advance towards the 
Japanese forces. As she drew nearer the 
British flag was recognised. The com- 
mander of the detachment immediately 
gave the order to cease fire. When the 
vessel came alongside the pier at Wuhu 
it was found that she was a British gun- 
boat, the Ladybird.

Mons. Keown said that what little he had 
done for the enterprise was because he felt 
it his duty to assist the people in any pro- 
ject for their benefjt, spiritual and tem- 
poral, Ireland was ag agricultural country 
and he hoped it would remain so. For his 
part, he would be sorry to see Ireland com- 
pletely industrialised. i 

In the North of Ireland, more so than in 
other privinces, the farms were not sufficient 
to maintain the population, said Monsignor 
Keown.

The 
problem was still grave, as far as the North 
of Ireland was concerned, as the land could 
not engage all the sons and daughters.

¢¢¥ CONSIDER this a very gross case—one 
| of the worst I have ever heard in the 
whole course of my experience,” said 
Major Dickie, R.M., at Kesh Petty Sessions 
to-day, after he had heard a licensing pro- 
secution against Alfred Knox, Lack, and four 
men found on the premises.

In the front room he 
found Patrick Maguire, of Ederney, a motor 
driver, lying on the floor with his head on 
the mith. sg , Ár é drunk—so drunk that, 
he could not awake him to sensibility. Knox 
told him he found Maguire outside and 
brought him in he was so drunk. Witness 
left Maguire there to sober up. 


“ THERE WAS MISTAKE” 


Knox, for the defence, swore that what 
the Head-Constable stated was all untrue, 
and there was some mistake. Maguire was 
sober, and.got no drink. He never told the 
police he brought him in off the street as he 
was drunk. He served no men on the pre- 
mises with drink. 

Maguire swore that ue was sober; that 
when the police came to the door of the room 
the soled - him what he was doing, and he 
told them he was feeling unwell. 

The other three men—Robert Johnston, 
Lack; Oliver Evans, Stranahone, and Wm, 
Irvine, Stranadariff, who were officials at the 
dance—said that they came to the premises 
to count the money and the tickets.

TWO MUSICIANS 
DEAD

 M. “MAURICE RAVEL 
—T—— 


M. Maurice Ravel, who has died in -Paris 
at the age of sixty-two, was a composer of 
distinction. Born at Cibourne, he was 
educated at the Paris Conservatoire, where he 
studied composition and harmony under 
Fauré and Pessard, and the pianoforte under 
Bériot. He was just fourteen when he entered 
tho Conservatoire. His talents marked him 
as a student of great promise, but his failure 
to obtain first place in competition for the 
Prix de Rome was: so discouraging that he 
ceased to work as an executant, and turned 
his mind towards the sphere in which he 
afterwards attained distinction—that of com- 
position. lt was his lot, however, to be best 
known ‘through “' Bolero,” which, from the 
musician's point of view, was not by any 
means his finest work. Yet in “ Bolero’ was 
exemplified Ravel’s inventive faculty no less 
than his descriptive power. He himself 
declared that he should like “ Bolero ” 
“always to be played with a vast factory in 
the bechtgvennd.” A factory, he said, 
inspired it. The work, transformed into a 
ballet, was conducted by himself at Covent 
Garden, London, in 1931. 

Ravel, though disappointed as executant, 
could not complain of the reception of his 
compositions. While yet a young man he 
pleased the public ear, and he was happy in 
producing works that still continued to give 
pleasure. His contributions to opera were 
“ L'Heure espagnole” snd “L’Enfunt et 
les sortiléges.”"" His orchestral works included 
““ Scheherazade,” the ‘‘ Rhapsodie Espagnole,” 
and “(Ua Berque sur I’Océan,” not a little 
a little chamber music, several concertos and 
numerous songs and pianoforte pieces. He 
was popular in London as the occasions of his 

riodic. visits, and he was a Honorary 

octor of Music of Oxford University. | 


MR. IVOR GURNEY 


Mr. Ivor Gurney, musician and poet, died 
on Sunday last, aged forty-seven. II]-health, 
due to war service, had kept him silent for 
some years. Before the war, however, he vas 
known as one of the most promising of 
England’s young composers. The late Charles 
Villiers Stanford spoke of Gurney at the age 
of twenty as “ potentially the most gifted 
man that ever came under my care at the 
Royal Coilege of Music.” Gurney was a ie a 
few days before he died to read the trivates 
paid to him in Music and Letters by Sir 
‘Fohn Squire, Walter de la Mare and Vaughan 
Williams, # Gurnoy’s ; best-known work was 
the cycle. set. to a poem of A. E. Housman.
